RAISED A BREEZE. 


The Statements of Wm. G. Bartle Before 
the Ifouse Committee on Agriculture on 
the Questionable Practices of Lard 
Makers’ Raises a Very Perceptible 
Breeze, and May Result in Damage Suits. 
WASHINGTON, March 27.—The statement 

mace before the House committee on ag- 
riculture last week,by Wm.G.Bartle, of St. 
Louis, in the investigation into the manu- 
facture of lard, has created considerable 
agitation in certain pork- packing centres, 
and has not only flooded the committee 
with counter-statements, butis likely to 
involve Mr. Bartle in damage and other 
giits. Mr. Bartle was not under oath 
when he made his statement, and is not, 
therefore, liable for perjury, as one firm 
at Kansas City announceg it will hold 
him. ’ 

Chairman Hatch of the House commit- 
tee on agriculture yesterday received 
various telegrams from pork packers and 
others relative to the testimony of Mr. 
Bartle, which will be filed with the com- 
mittee to-day. 

J. P. Squier, of Boston, telegraphs: ““‘We 
positively deny that we use cholera or dis- 
eased hogs for meats or lard. Such state- 
ments are false and malicious.” 

C. H. North & Co., of Boston, telegraph: 
“If Bartle states that cholera or any dis- 
eased hogs are used in lard here it is un- 
true. Nothing but wholesome, healthy 
hogs are used, and we wish to refute this 
libel on Eastern packers.” 

Francis Whittaker & Sons, St. Louis, 
telegraph: “Bartle’s statement that the 
yards are full of cholera hogs to-day, and 
that packers slaughter similar ones, is ut- 
terly false, and is a libel on the general 
trade. His prosecution will prove this.” 

Tion. Asher Caruth, of Kentucky, has 
received a letter from various pork pack- 
ers from Louisville, Ky., which he has 
referred to Mr. Hatch, with an indorse- 
ment of the high character of the firms 
signing it. Itis signed by Hughes, Tag- 
gart & Co., Fred Leibs’ Sons, Jarvis & 
Co., H. H. Nissman & Co., Burch & Nor- 
ris and Conrad & Siler. They refer to the 
newspaper publications, and state that 
they transmit a protest signed by all the 
city packers against Bartle’s testimony, 
which they ask to have laid before the 
committee. They say at a time when our 
National legislature is trying to get for- 
eign countries to rescind their unjust em- 
bargoes against American hog products, it 
seems malicious that this man Bartle 
should make such un-American state- 
ments. 

The protest signed by the same gentle- 
men is as follows: “We unanimously de- 
clare the evidence given by Wm. G. Bar- 
tle before your committee as published 
here to be untrue so far as concerns us, 
the pork packers of Louisville, Ky. We 
do not kill diseased hogs nor hogs sick of 
cholera. We make only absolutely pure 
hogs’ lard, , free. froma edulteration 
whatever, and all hogs unnaturally dead 
or accidentally killed or smothered in 
transit are separately rendered into 
grease, both white and yellow, and sold as 
such on their merits to other manufactur- 
ers. We feel justified in asserting that 
such testimony as Mr. Bartle’s is invidi- 
ous, injurious and highly detrimental 
to one of America’s leading interests, es- 
pecially with reference to our trade among 
foreign nations, and that the testimony of 
aman who acknowledges himself to have 
slaughtered diseased animals for human 
food and did so knowingly is unworthy of 
credit.” 

In an interview with a correspondent of 
the Omaha J/era/d, Congressman Laird, of 
Nebraska, who is a member of the com- 
mittee on agriculture, said: ‘So far, this 
{s a fight between dealers in pork and lard, 
representing different sections and con- 
flicting interests. Certain packers of pork 
and renderers of lard have sought and are 
promoting this investigation, to the end 
that they may rather gain an advantage 
than that the consumer or producer 
should be protected. This has lately de- 
graded the inquiry into mere mud-sling- 
ing; as, for example, the testimony of one 
Bartle, which was simply infamous, and 
which aroused the committee, and will 
arouse the country to such an ex- 
tent as will permit no trifling by 
packers, renderers, refiners or liars with 
an industry that pays eighty million dol- 
ars per year into the pockets of the pro- 
ducers of this country from foreign con- 
sumers. Let the packers, renderers and re- 
finers take notice that there is nothing to 
be gained by prejudiced statements aimed 
as rivals in trade at the pecuniary inter- 
ests of each other. By this method they 
will simply invoke legislation unfriendly 
to theirown personal interests. Congress 
is here for justice to all, and ought not to 
build up one set of tradesmen at the ex- 
pense of another.”

The Much Talked-Of Chaska-Fellows Ro- 
mance Punctured by the Exposure of 
Some Palpable Untruths in the Case. 
WasHINGTON, March 27.—The latest ad- 

vices from Pierre, Dak., report that the 
marriage of Miss Fellows, of Washington, 
to the Sioux Indian, Chaska, is near at 
hand; that invitations have been issued, 
etc.; that the father of the bride and her 
two brothers are present awaiting the 
ceremonies, and that if the ceremony ac- 
tually takes place the brothers intend 
shooting Chaska. 

Colonel Fellows is still in Washington, 
and when shown the above dispatch, said: 
“Tn the first place, Iam not there, as you 
see. Secondly, I have no son, and conse- 
quently Miss Fellows can not have two 
brothers with her armed to the teeth, pre- 
pared to stop the wedding. Again, no 
white man is allowed on the Indian reserv- 
ation, which is several hundred miles in 
extent; and, therefore, no ranchmen or 
cowboys could have been invited. Lastly, 
it is utterly impossible for any human be- 
ing to get news from Swift Bird’s camp to 
Pierre, owing to the condition of the Mis- 
souri river, which is choked with floating 
ice. 

The last letter received by Mr. Fellows 
from his much-advertised daughter, con- 
tained a simple recital of her daily life. 
The only time the name of Chaska has 
been mentioned by Miss Fellows is in a 
letter to a friend in this city, in which she 
mentioned him as having Leen very kind 
to her. Members of the Fellows’ family 
refuse to believe that the young jedy ceu- 
templates marriage.

The bill which passed the House of 
tepresentatives requiring Judge Toul 
min to hold the United States Courts in 
Mobile and Montgomery, and Judge 
Bruce to preside at Birmingham and 
Huntsville, has come to a standstill in 
the Senate. The bill has the unanimous 
support of the Alabama Senators and 
Representatives, who think it would be 
a better distribution of judicial labors 
than the present arrangement, whereby 
Judge Toulmin holds one court and 
Judge Bruce three.

life Kuows Nothing of It if Such is the 

Case—Switchmev From the East Taking 

the Burlington Strikers’ Places—Cincin- 

nati Shoemakers—Printers’ Troubles. 

CuicaGo, March 380.—Referring to the 
statenient that the strikers had cut loose 
from the leaders and their grievance com- 
mittees, Chief Arthur said this morning: 
“The staternent that they have done so is a 
base falsehood. There is not a word of truth 
an it.” 

“Have the impulsive ones become impa- 
tient over what is called your slow and ap- 
parently unsuccessful methods?” 

“There is not a word of truth in such a 
rumor. The grievance committee represent- 
ing two systems have unanimously indorsed 
the action of the grand chief all the way 
through.” 

“It is said that every road running into 
Chicago has been visited by committees ap- 
pointed by the radicals, and that pledges 
have been obtained from all the switchmen 
and switch engineers, that under no circum- 
stance will they move a Burlington car.” 

“Tam not aware of any such move. 
has been made it is unbeknown to me.” 

“Strikers are quoted as saying that an in- 
flexible boycott has been established against 
Burlington cars, and that they were positive 
not a Burlington car would be moved to-day 
except on Bnrlington tracks.” 

‘I don’t believe the members of the Broth- 
erhood will do anything contrary to the laws 
of the orgauization or not endorsed by me.” 

Thirty-nine switchmen, said to be Reading 
men, arrived last night from Philadelphia, 
to take positions with the Burlington road. 
Forty-six additional switchmen, also from 
the Reading and New York district, came 
over the Lake Shore road. These were 
saken to the yards and the Western avenue 
round house, where they remained over 
night. Among those that came were nine- 
teen from the New York Central road, and a 
few from the Boston & Albany and the 
Fitchburg. The remainder were from the 
Reading, and one of them said that there 
were i50 more ready to come whenever suin- 
moned, 

The Burlington company received informa- 
tion this morning that fifty of their switch- 
men at Creston, Iowa, quit work. Their 
p'aces are reported to have been filled by 
conductors and brakemen. 

In the lower.end of the Burhngton yards 
about the same working force of switchmen 
are at work as on yesterday. Everything 
was very quiet, not astriker was visible in 
that portion of the yards. The belief that 
Pinkerton men are unnecessary and super- 
fluous, in view of the fact that the strikers 
have not yet mansfested the slightest dispo- 
sition to interfere with the new switchmen, 
is beginning to be entertained. It looks as 
though the strikers were not to be judged by 
the conduct of switchmen in previous strikes, 
and that they rely upon other means than 
violence to carry their point.

The 
deserters offered to sever their connection 
with the union if they were taken back, but 
all the vacancies had been filled by non- 
union.men, and the proprietors refused to 
restore the strikers under any circumstances, 


In Michigan's State Priuting Office. 

LaNsinG, March 80.—All the compositers 
in the state printing office, including those in 
the book and news-rooms, about thirty-five 
in all, went out on a strike Wednesday at 
noon. The immediate trouble relates to the 
measurement of ‘‘display” heads in the Re- 
publican. Formerly the men were paid for 
thess by the piece, but recently Manager 
Godfrey took away this bit of “phat” and 
had the work done by apprentices. 


Will Stand By the Burlington Men, 
Boston, March 50 .—The Boston division, 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, passed 
a vote last night, endorsing the action of the 
Brotherhood in its fight against the Chicago, 
3urlington & Quincy railway, and promis- 
ing continued and unfaltering support.

The Lancaster left Montevideo 
January 17 last for Gibraltar where she was 
to join the Mediterranean squadron. It was 
expected that the voyage would take fifty 
days, though a reasonable time beyond that 
period would not have been remarkable.

Provisions were taken for 
ninety days. Prior to leaving Montevideo 
the Lancaster’s boilers were in such bad con- 
dition that they could not be used, and it 
was expected that most of the voyage woul | 
have to be made under sail.

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WILLIAM B. ALLISON. : 


THE REPUBLICANS OF IOWA WILL 
PRESENT HIM AT CHICAGO. 


Sketch of His Life History—His Success, 


Though Slow, Has Been Steady and) 


Unbroken in the Past—His Washington 
Home—Other Matters. 


The Republicans of Iowa think that Sena- 
tor William B. Allison is the coming man for 
the presidency—at the least a very presenta- | 
ble ‘dark horse”--and their state convention | 
has given him a unanimous and enthusiastic | 
send off. Now if his future were insured to 
be as regular as his past, we could say at 
once that the presidency is his; for no Amer- | 
ican in public life has had a career of more | 
unbroken though slow success than Mr. Alli- | 
son. He began ata low place and has risen | 
slowly, but he has always beea rising. At 
school he was somewhat familiarly known as 
“Big Eyed Billy’ andthe girls of those days, 
about Wooster, O., used to laugh at the awk- 
ward and overgrown youngsier, who took it 
good humoredly, however, and soon showed 
that he had good stuffin him. A lady who 
was in school with him, says: 

“Little did any of usthink that boy would 
ever amount to anything. He was at the 
foot of our class and the butt of all—he was 
such a greenhorn. He lived on a farm and 
walked into Wooster every day to school. 
He never wore any suspenders and was al- 
ways hitching up his trousers like a sailor. 
When we girls made fun of him he would 
run after us, and if he caught one that girl 
was sure to be kissed. And he hada borri- 
ble tobacco breath. I believe that boy 
chewed tobacco from the time he put on 
boy’s clothes. But he was kind hearted and 
would never tell the teacher, no matter what 
we put on him. Yes, ‘Big Eyed Bill’ was 
patient as an ox, and I do hope he will be 
president.” 

Mr. Allison has grown into much more 
manly and graceful shape, and has acquired 
great mastery of the world’s ways; he is, in 
fact, a large, handsome and graceful man, 
and in personal intercourse quite polished 
and agreeable. He was born March 2, 1829 
in a pioneer log cabin in Wayne county, 
Ohio, his ancestors being of that Scotch- 
Irish stock which contributed so much good 
blood to the new republic.

As delegate, writer and 
speaker he was very efticient, and as one of 
the secretaries of the memorable Chicag« 
convention of 1860, he counted the votes anc 
announced the nomination of Abraham Lin- 
coln. Only two years later he was nomin 
ated for congress, and entered the house ¢ 
representatives in 18635 with Blaine and Gar 
field, all three for the first time. He wa: 
placed on the cominittee on public lands anc 
that on roads and canals; and his first speech 
in May, 1864, was in favor of a bili givin, 
men in the army and navy homesteads on 
confiscated or forfeited estates in the insur- 
rectionary states. This was probably the 
most radical measure ).e ever advocated; for. 
as a rule, he has been cautious and conserva 
tive, paying more attention to financial an 
busiuess measures than any other, 

In 1870 he declined a re-ciection to the 
house, and was a candidate for the senate; 
but the Iowa legislature chose Judge Goorge 
G. Wright for the regular terin and James 
G. Howells to fill out the unexpired term of 
Senator Grimes, who had resigned on ac- 
count of ill bealth. Senator Allison's con- 
gressional record has little reference to mili- 
tary affairs or ‘‘war questions,” aud his biog- 
raphy barely notes that he “served on the 





staff of the governor of Iowa, and aided in 
organizing volunteers in the beginiing of the 
war for the suppression of the rebellion:” | 
but he was in full accord with his party on 
all the issues relating to slavery, war and re- | 
construction. He was elected to the senate | 
early in 1873, when new issues were coming 
tothe front, and here his business abilities , 
goon gave him great prominence,

Romantic Story of an Ocean Highwayman 
Who Tnrned Hermit. 


A vessel from Honolulu recently 
brought the news of the death of a man 
whose history is as thrilling as that of 
any pirate king of yellow covered liter- 
ature. Twenty-five years ago he was 
a pirate king as brave and as wicked 
as pirate kings alwaysare. Since then 
he has been a hermit. In the days of 
wickedness ard power he commanded 
a vessel called the Red Cloud, stanch, 
unusually fast, and furnished with 
powerful guns. Periodically this craft 
disappeared from the seas, and in her 
place would come another, all in som- 
ber black, and named the Black Cloud. 
This piece of theatrical effect, which 
cost nothing more than a little paint, 
had its expected influence upon the su- 
perstitious minds of the sailors who 
were sometimes sent in pursuit of the 
vessel. Most of them fully believed 
that there was something uncanny 
about the craft, and that her captain 
had supernatural help. In those days 
he was the terror of the South Pacific 
seas, and the British Government set 
a big price upon his head. Hundreds 
of attempts were made to capture him 
by fair fight and by traps, and by every 
means that could be devised. But he 
eluded all the traps, came out victori- 
ous in all the fights, and in every case 
sailed away with the traditional scorn- 
ful laugh of the pirate king. He hada 
Spanish name which nobody remem- 
bers now, and he was supposed to be- 
long fo that nationality, although he 
spoke Spanish, English, French and 
German all with equal fluency, 

At last a young English nobleman, 
loving adventure ‘nnd desirous of the 
reward, undertook to capture him. 
After cruising around in the Pacific for 
some time he came late one afternoon 
directly upon the Red Cloud. The 
buccancer spoke the Englishman, ask- 
ing where she was bound and what she 
had on board. The reply was that they 
were looking for the pirate, that they 
knew they were talking to him, and 
that he had better give himself up at 
once. In an instant bright lights ap- 
peared all over the Red Cloud, and her 
captain answered in good English: ‘I 
will see you in —— first.” Then a 
cannon ball whizzed through the air, 
but it was aimed too high and passed 
above the vessel. “I will see you 
there,”’ shouted back the Englishman, 
and a broadside from his guns aimed 
low sent the Red Cloud to the bottom 
of the sea. But the buccaneer escaped, 
and not long afterward he and two of 
his crew appeared in a rowboat on the 
barren Island of Molonkini, which is 
near the East Mau islands of the Hawai- 
inn group. It is a small, barren, 
rocky place, uninhabited. There his 
two companions even left him, and 
there he lived alone for twenty-five 
years. Since his landing there he was 
called only Morrotinnee, the native 
name for the island. 

A sailor who has been going to and fro 
from the Sandwich Islands for ten or 
twelve years learned all he could about 
Morrotinnee, and says he was much 
liked and feared by the natives. They 
carried to him all the delicacies to be 
found in the kingdom, and enabled 
him to live a life of edse and luxury. 
They said he was a tall man, big and 
commanding, with a voice like thunder 
—so powerful that they firmly believed 
he could cause the wind to rise or the 
water to subside. They would not al- 
low white men to go near the island if 
they could help it, probably because 
they had been so commanded by him, 
and when he died they buried him near 
the place where he had lived, with 
much mourning over his departure.—

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RUSSIAN DESPOTISM. 





Two Instances Where It Was Practiced to 
the People’s Satisfaction. 


There was a theater in St. Peters- 
burg which was paying its proprietor 
2 profit of two thousand roubles a 
month. The inspectors decided it was 
not safe from fire, and directed some 
improvements. The proprietor made 
them in a slipshod sort of way, with- 
out regard to the direction of the offi- 
cers, trusting to the popularity he en- 
joyed to carry him through. When 
the inspectors saw how he had evaded 
their orders, and tried to cir- 
cumvent them, they simply closed up 
the establishment and took the proprie- 
tor to prison, where he spent several 
months reflecting upon the danger of 
playing with an autocrat.

They investigated the 
cage, or attempted to do so, but found 
themselves thwarted at every turn by 
the manager, who thought a man witb

yileased. The police directed that the 
man Who committed the assault shauld 
report at their headquarters the next 
morning. He did not come. An ofli- 
cer went to the garden and asked why. 
The manager told him he thought 
enough fuss had been made about a 
little affair already. His opinions 
changed, however, for he was at once 
arrested, sent to prison, and the place 
was closed for the rest of the season, 
despite the efforts of the Prince, whose 
money was invested, to have it re 
opened. A little autecracy of this 
sort keeps a high state of discipline in 
St. Petersburg.—W, E. Curtis, tn Chi-
